Early History. 


The first account of Masonry in Co- 


shocton county wns on Aucust llth, 
1827, when Joseph Bron-n. 
Leander 


Ransom. Alexander McGowan. Mat- 
thew Ferguson, John Smottger, Wil- 
son McGowan. Peter SiMe and Sam- 
uel Lee asked the jrand lodge of 
Ohio for a dispensation'to institute a 


subordinate lodpe of F. and A. M. 
in the town of Coshocton. Said dis- 
pensation was issued and dated Aug. 
15, 1827, sitmed by John M. Goode- 
no-.v, Grand Master, and Ik-lo Latham. 
Grand Societaly, with the great seal 
of the Grand Lodge of Ohio attached 
theicon. 


The first meeting of this 
lodge. 


Cl nton Lodge No. 92, was held 
in 


the parlor of the residence of Dr. 
Samuel Lee, in the house that stood 
on the corner of Ma'n and Fourth 
streets whose the Tiiplett block now 
stands. 


The firht Worshipful Master 
was 


Jaws Brown; first Senior 
Warden, 


Samuel Lee; first Junior 
Warden. 


Leander Ransom and Alexander Mc- 
Gowun first secretary. 


Very First Meeting. 


The first lodge was hold on the 


evening of August 27, 1827 and 
at 


that meeting they adopted a code of 
by-laws that were approved entire by 
the Grand Lodge, 
not one 
woid 


changed by them. They continued to 
work under dispensation until Febru- 
ary 27. 1828. when they received 
a 


charter from the Grand Lodge, and 
in this time they were working hard 
in initiating, passing and raising can- 
didates. At that fine all business and 
balloting was done in 
the Entered 


Apprentice degree. As now, you all 
know, it is done in the Master Mas- 
on degree 


They continued to meet in the par- 


lor of Dr. Samuel Lee for about two 
months, then in the county auditor's 
office, on the public square. From 
that they moved to a room in the 
second story of a building that stood 
on the corner of Main and Second 
streets, on the site of the Hay bifid- 
ing. 
The first floor was occupied 
as 


a cabinet shop. 
They continued 
to 


meet in this room until March 
29.
